Mr  Chairirian,  Mrs  Coltniar^Rogers , and  Grentlemen.* 


I beg  to  subiait  my  annual  Report  for  the  year  1959 
War  file  Ministry  of  Health  has  asked  for  a yqty  curtailedTr^ort . 1Toy 
Statistics  have  been  submitted  by  the  Registrar  General,  ' 

will  be  given  in  a full  report  at  the  end  of  hostilities. 

The  District  is  cnuntainous,  and  purely  agricultural,  it  coLrorises 
sixteen  parishes.  There  is  no  village  v/ith  a population  of  more  than  a 
hundred  persons.  The  majority  of  thesr  dwelling  houses  are  isolated  Harms 
or  Cottages. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  are  thewoni 
only  Public  Health  Officials,  both  are  part  time. 


Laboratory  Pacilities.  There  is  an  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  set 
up  in  Aberystyvrth  mider  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research  Coimcil. The 
services  are  free  and  the  Bacteriologists  are  availablefa  for  consultation 
on  q^uestions  affecting  Public  Health* 


Ambulance  Pacilities*  There  are  Ambulances  at  Shrev/sbuTy  and  Llandrindod 
Wells,  these  have" alv/ays  been  available  , and  the  arrangewients  are 

satisfactory.

nursing  in  the  Home.Tliere  are  nine  fully  trained  (General  and  Midwifery) 
nurse s' \n  the  district,  and  the  service  is  very  satisfactory. 


Hospitals  and  Clinics. The  hospitals  at  Shrewsbury  and  Llandrindod  Wells 
adec[uately  supply  the  needs  of  the  District* 

Water  Supplies .Extensive  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  on  the  Beguildy  Water  Supply^  including  a nevy  filter  bed.  ThePublic 
Analysts  Report  shbv/s  that  the  supply  is  nov/  satisfapcbory  forddrinking 
and  domestic  uses,  Llangunllo  Water  supply  is  receivin-g  attention  ani'  is. 
to  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

Housing.  The  Ministry  of  Health  Housing  Inspector  came  here  in  July.  He 
inspected  the  Cottages,  and  dwelling  houses  in  the  district,  and  made 
suggestions  for  their  improvemenji  etc,  unfortunately  owing  to  the  War  this 
matter  has  had  to  be  left  in  abeyance. 


I'lilk  Supply.  The  Inspector  has  visited  the  Cowsheds  on  several  occasions 
and  instructed  the  Liilliers  on  the  inportance  of  strict  cleanliness, 
cowsheds  etc.,  are  lime  washed* 

Infectious  Diseases.  During  the  Year,  there  v/erea  a few  cases  of  Scarlet 
I'ever,-  Muraps,  and  Measles,  also  isolated  cases  of  Tdiooping  Cough  and 
Pneumonia. 

All  records  and  statistics  have  been  carefully  preserved  so  that  a full 
yearly  report  can  be  submitted  at  the  end  of  the  War .
